JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present French and Pacific mails bring advices from this 
port to the same date, the 23rd Dec. The French mail from 
London Oct. 10 arrived out on the 29th Nov., the P. and O. 
mail of Oct. 17 on the 5th Dec., the French mail of Oct. 24 on 
the 16th Dec., and the P. and O. mail of Oct. 31 on the 22nd 
Dec. The news has been to a great extent anticipated by the 
lengthy telegraphic intelligence which was published in our last 
issue. 

One of the chief events of the interval had been a visit of the 
Mikado and the Empress to the Government Dockyard and 
Arsenal at Yokoska. The subjoined account of the proceedings is 
condensed from the Japan Jerald ;— 

The Mikado arrived in Yokohama by special train from Yedo. On 
alighting from the train, the Royal party, entering the vehicles await- 
ing them (the body guard on either side of the Imperial carriages), 
proceeded leisurely from the Station along the thoroughfares leading 
to the landing place of the English Hatoba, where the Mikado and his 
suite at once stepped into a ship’s gig, and were rowed off to the 7’soju- 
Maru, the band of which, on his arrival, played the Japanese national 
anthem. Her Majesty and suite followed in the barge in waiting, 
towed by one of the steam launches. His Magesty had no sooner 
entered the gig than the foreign vessels of war in harbour manned 
yards, and fired Royal salutes in honour of the occasion. On the con- 
clusion of the demonstrative salutation of the men-of-war, the Japanese 
squadrons got under way, the Riojo-Marw leading, closely followed 
by the Hosho-Kan, Tobo-Kan, Tsoju-Maru, Wingo-Kan, Adzuma-Kan, 
the Nishin-Kan, containing the Foreign Ministers, bringing up the rear. 
As the 7soju-Maru, on her way to Yokoska, passed the various foreign 
men-of-war, the yards were again manned, and the Mikado received 
with hearty cheers. After the departure of the fleet carrying the 
Imperial party and Diplomatic Corps from Yokohama, the vessels 
observed the order they took at starting, until about half-way between 
this port and the Arsenal at Yokoska, when the Nishin-Kan, carrying 
the Foreign Ministers, put on steam, and the other vessels, in 
order to arrive at the landing pier first, where his Majesty was to 
disembark. 

The Mikado, having landed from the 7'soju-Maru, the fleet meantime 
saluting, and the band playing the national anthem, was received by 
the Diplomatic Corps, M. Verney, and the officials of the Arsenal in full 
uniform. The reception over, his Majesty, passing through a triumphal 
arch of tasteful design, preceded by some ofticials and his standard- 
bearer, the Empress following, accompanied by the kuge or ladies of 
the Court, proceeded to a small house on the Bluff, where seats on a 
throne, ina rustic but tasteful style, had been prepared for their Majesties. 
Here the Mikado, in a few appropriate words, expressed his pleasure at see- 
ing the Foreign Ministers on the occasion, and thanked them for their 
presence. Sir Harry Parkes, the doyen, replied in a short but pithy speech, 
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progress of the Empire ; and on their behalf complimented the Em- 
peror on the solicitude he had shown, on this and many other occasions, 
in regard to whatever might be of moment touching the welfare of his 
people. On the conclusion of the ceremony, the Emperor commenced 
the inspection of the Arsenal works, beginning with the patent slip, on 
which was a vessel in course of construction, During the inspection 
several ribs were put in position. The Itperial party, mixing freely 
with visitors, foreign and native, next proceeded to the blacksmiths’ 
shop, where several machines were seen at work, cutting iron plates, 
&e. Thence the party sojourned awhile for refreshments in) Mons. 
Verney’s offices. This finished, a diver descended into the basin oppo- 
site, going duwn at one side and coming up at the other. This took 
some eight minutes to accomplish, in the course of which his Majesty 
manifested much curiosity. A vessel was next floated in the new dry 
dock, after which the Imperial party returned to the workshops, 
and inspected the steam hammers from a raised platform, on which was 
also seated the Empress. The operations consisted chiefly in beating 
into different shapes a mass of iron some two feet square. The party 
remained here sume twenty minutes, apparently much interested. The 
store-room was next gone through, and then the smelting furnaces 
were visited. The party here presented a most unconstrained and 
heterogeneous character, the Mikado and the Empress apparently mix- 
ing freely with all comers. There were some five of the furnaces in 
operation, from the molten iron of which several large castings were 
made. The rope-works were next visited, where the various processes 
of this division of the establishment were inspected, from the rough 
hemp to the making of the final cords and ropes. 

Thousands of Japanese were present to witness the inspection ; 
everything passed off in a most orderly manner. As formerly, when- 
ever the Mikado passed, his faithful subjects fell on their haunches ; in 
other respects there was no indication of restraint. At sunset the 
whole of the Arsenal buildings were illuminated with parti-coloured 
lamps, the effect of which after nightfall was very agreeable, and con- 
tributed not a little to the pleasures of the occasion. The Royal party 
returned to Yedo next day. 

The following items of news are also taken from the Japan 
Herald :-— 


The Japanese, since their return from Europe, have be- 
come somewhat exacting and impracticable. The return they 
‘are making for the consideration and kindness shown them 
abroad is ‘by rendering the clauses in the existing treaties as 
obnoxious as possible. After having enjoyed the liberty to 
travel everywhere, they are restricting foreigners to within the 
narrow limits of the Treaty Ports, and have issued instructions 
to the tea-house keepers to deny foreigners food or shelter. As 
to the foreigners themselves, they are arrested and sent back to 
the ports. 

The Ministers have put themselves in communication with 
the Government with respect to the unpaid instalments of the 
balance of the Simonosaki Indemnity, long overdue. The Go- 
vernment has admitted its liability, and the amount, with the 
exception of that due to America, will probably be paid, 

Yamada, one of the late Embassy, has been appointed Mi- 
nister to China, and Mori, late Minister to the United states, 
has been appointed Under-Secretary for Porcicn Affairs, Hana- 
busa, the new Minister to Russia, left by French mail steamer 
on the 9th December, with Kawase, Minister to Italy. Yaniga- 
wara, who was lately designated Minister to Holland and Bel- 
gium, will not proceed abroad, but has accepted an appointment 
in the Foreivn-oftice. 

Another theatre is in course of erection. The proprietors of 
the German Hotel are hastening towards completion a building 
intended to be opened permanently as a theatre and public 
meeting room some time during the coming Christimas season. 
The construction measures 97 ft. by 25 ft. ; frum floor to ceiling, 
13 ft. The stave is 24 ft. square ; the front or drop scene, 15 ft. 
by 9 ft. Atthe other end of the building are private Loxes, 
with seats fur some forty persons, The entire building is calcu- 
lated to contain about 300 persons. 

Several lots belonging to the bankrupt extate of Messrs. 
Textor aul Co. have been sold by auction by Messrs. Bourne and 

to. Lot No. 20 was bought by Messrs. Ahrens and Co. for 
$22,000 ; lot No. 46 by Mr. R. B. Baker, for $5,900 ; and lots 
158 and 159 by Captain Lane, for $5,200 and 81,700 respectively. 

The residence of Mr. De Long, on the Bluff, has been pur- 
chased by Mr. Pistorius, Yokohama agent for the Netherlands 
Trading Society, for the sum of $12,000. 

The agent of the Oriental Bank Corporation announces that 
the bank is prepared to keep current accounts, and receive fixed 
deposits in gold and silver yen. This step will involve some 
extra clerical work on the part of the bank oflicers, but will be 
a convenience to several of its customers. It indicates that the 
bank has every confidence in the management of the Mint, and 
the integrity of its issues. 

The Government, in order to check the rabbit mania, has 
issued a notification imposing a tax of SL per month on each 
rabbit. This has at once brought the trade in these animals to 
an abrupt conclusion. 

The Japun Mail contains the following items of intelligence :— 

Tt has been announced that the Government had intimited its 
recognition of the illegality of the institution known as the 
Kiito Aratame Kaisha, or guild of native silk merchants. The 
intelligence is, so far, premature ; but the Government has 
pledged itself to inquire into the procedure and mode of action 
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manifesting the interest with which the Diplomatic Corps watched_the_ 
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Of tho puild, with the view of learning how far they may be a 
variance with the terms of the treaty stipulations. 

Lord Granville hag intimated that Her Majesty's Government 
has decided to discontinue the payment of the sum of £400 per 
annum out of the public funds towards the chaplaincy at Yoko- 
hama, The allowance will, however, be continued in 1s74, 

A notification has been published by H.B.M. Minister an- 
nouncing that the exportation of rice, barley, and wheat is now 
permitted by the Japanese Government. 

A statement of the position of the Bluff Gardens property has 
been circulated by the directors. Three years’ rent is now due, 
and it is proposed to pay off two-thirds of this, and to request 
the Government to forego its claim to the remainder on the con- 
dition of the proprietary rights of the original subscribers being 
unconditionally surrendered to the public. 

The Japanese Postal Authorities have introduced stamped 
envelopes and paper, in imitation of the postal card system, which 
has come into universal use. 

An Imperial notification has been issued of a new “Statute 
of Lunitations” to be introduced into Japanese judicial practice. 
The reasons given by Iwakura, who signs the notification, for 
its introduction, are that owing to the mildness of Japanese 
creditors debtors have often escaped before the majesty of the 
law was attempted to be invoked ; and even when the debtors 
were to be had witnesses were not unlikely to have died or left 
the place. To obviate these inconveniences it is enacted :— 

1. That money due for the fullowing shall not be recoverable unless 
sued for before the end of six months after the debt be incurred, viz, 
salaries to teachers, expenses of portage, sleeping and other hotel bills, 
bargain money, goods on credit between merchants, coolies’ services, 
day labourers’ services, money due on contracts, admittance to and 
price for seats in theatrea and hire of musicians, &e. 

2. Doctors’ expenses, expenses of their keep by scholars boarded by 
their teachers, money for goods sold on credit toa customer, and over- 
due wages to a yearly servant, must be claimed within one year of the 
accruing of the debt. 

3. Money or rice lent on interest (together with the interest) or de- 
posited for safe keeping, rental of house, ground, or rice-fields, bond- 
money, shkiki-kin (money deposited by an incoming tenant with the 
landlord, to be returned on leaving’, money for clothes, &e., lent and 
not returned, for bringing up a child, or due to a servant hired for 
over five years or without agreement, must be claimed within jire years. 

The law is to come into effect on the Ist January. 











SHANGHAI 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 26th

the 20th Dee. The following items of news are from the orth 
China Herald :— 


We hear that Mr. Coryell and Captain Paul went up the 
Yangtsze in the S.S8.N.Co.’s steamer SAcaeseyto take the machinery, 
&e., out of the wreck of the Aenusloond, 

The First Concert of the Philharmonic Society for the season 
was undoubtedly one of the best with which we have yet been 
favoured. The attendance, we revretted to notice, was not so 
large as the effurts of the Society for our amusement entitled 
them to expect. 

We have been disappointed in a promised report of Saturday's 
paper hunt, and are only able to say that Mr. Bigsby was the 
first to reach the Fox, Mr. Shaw leading the heavy weights. 
We are informed, however, that objection has been made that 
these gentlemen did not follow the line of paper at the finish. 

We have received a further letter from “ Liberal,” going more 
fully into the Missionary question, raised by correspondence in 
our columns some weeks avo 3; but we have advised the writer to 
withdraw it, on the ground that it would probably lead to acri- 
monious discussion that is better avoided, 

An ingenious contrivance has been tixed up in the dub for 
giving alarm to the several police-stations in case of fire in the 
neivhbourhood. Inside a locked case is an instrument connected 
with the telegraph wires on the Bund. By turning a handle, a 
certain number of strokes are rung on the bells at the different 
stations—this number indicating the neighbourhood from which 
the alarm is given. In case the key of the case should be not 
readily obtainable, it is possible to gain access to the handle by 
smashing a piece of plate glass in its front. 

The frigate (No. 6) was successfully launched at the Arsenal. 

It is stated in the papers to hand by the Costa Rica that the 
Hon. F. Low, United States Minister to Peking, has not re- 
signed, as was reported at the time of his departure. It is ex- 
pected that he will shortly return to China, Mr. Low has ful- 
filled his duties so ably that this will no doubt atford much 
satisfaction not only to the citizens of his own country, but to 
the foreign communities generally in China, 

Kiukiaug is now beginning to show sins of recovery in the 
shape of municipal improvements from the wretched state in 
which the rebels left it. Last year some Tls. 25,000 were ex- 
pended on the embankment and the Chentai’s Yamen, and this 
year Ts. 15,000 have been granted for the erection of a yamen 
for the departmental examiner (Literary) ; in addition to which 
a handsome temple is being completed near the pagoda. The 
official buildings are paid for out of the Likin fund, and the 
temple by subscription. Eleven small gunboats have been 
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launched, and appeared to be for the maintenance of order on 
the river, and preventive service work, The troops have taken 
to the European drill, though they have not quite abandoned 
the bow and gingall. An English missionary has just returned 
from the western part of the province, where he seems to have 
been well treated by all but the officials. One magistrate re- 
fused to see him on terms of equality, because his passport de- 
scribed him as a JSfin jen—one of the bovryolsiz, who are never 
admitted on equal terms into the ollicial presence. It is stated 
that the Catholics have succeeded in getting the mandarins to 
rebuild the chapel destroyed by the mob in the Fuchow pre- 
fecture of this province. Our community has been Hicedaed By 
the addition of two missionaries from the States. 


CHINESE PROCLAMATIONS, 

The following are the official translations of the Proclamations 
recently issued in connection with Mr. Mayer's visit :— 
Proclamation by Liu, Bat’uru of the Chen-yung grade, Financial Com- 

missioner and Director-in-Chief of the general Li-kin Board of the 
Province of Kiang-si. 

Whereas, when Chinese or foreign merchants, having taken out duty 
certificates, transport foreign merchandise inland for sale, they are 
wholly exempted from payments along the course of their journey, as 
is set forth in regulations publicly notified, with the tenor of which 
every one is acquainted—it is incumbent upon the officials and other 
persons employed at the li-kin taxing-stations to exercise a watchful 
supervision, and to tolerate no discrepancy in the weight or number of 
packages, or variation as regards the point of delivery. In like 
manner, it is their duty to act in a spirit of entire justice and integ- 
rity, and to suffer no obstructiveness to be wilfully indulged in by clerks 
or underlings. In cases where fines and confiscations are entailed, they 
tmust, in conformity with the action already established, transmit the 
merchandise to the provincial capital to be re-weighed and examincd, 
thus combining just and equitable treatment, with a proper reyard for 
the careful discharge of duty. If all ye Chinese and foreign merchants 
will but implicitly observe the established regulations, letting no dis- 
turbance of packages, or divergence from the declared points uf desti- 
nation take place, there is no occasion to fear that partiality or harsh- 
ness will be manifested at the taxing-stations, neither can there he any 
reason for timorously holding back, whereby ye yourselves du harm to 
your trading interests, 

This proclamation is accordingly issued—wherefore it is hereby noti- 
fied to the clerks and underlings of all taxing-stations, as also to the 
Chinese and foreign merchants, that they may be informed, one and all, 
of what is set fourth above. 

Disobey not. 

T’ung Che, 12th year, 10th moon, 6th day (Nov. 25, 1873.)

Proclamation by Liu, Financial Commissioner ; Li, Judicial Com- 
missioner ; Wu, Comptroller of the Salt Gabelle ; Wang, Comp- 
troller of the Rice Levy; and K’iao, Expectant Intendant of 
Circuit—constituting the General Board of Reorganisation® for the 
Province of Kiang-si. 

Whereas, since the ostablishment of treaties between China and 
foreign Powers, liberty to trade (in China) has been conceded to the 
subjects of different foreign countries, whence advantage is mutually 
enjoyed on oither side—and whereas it is similarly permitted to them 
to journey into the interior for purposes of travel, in which particular 
also no detriment accrues to the cuuntry, now, ye scholars and people 
in general, although ye be not restrained from gazing at such travellers 
as come from distant lands, yet must ye be careful to avuid clamorous 
shouting or crowding, which may go so far even as to produce dis- 
turbances, whereby the gracious wish of his Majesty to cherish tenderly 
those from afar would be set at naught, and ye yourselves would 
become liable to punishment. Accordingly, this proclamation is issued. 
Wherefore, it is hereby notified to all of ye scholars and people afore- 
said that all may be alike informed thereof, and ubey with trembling. 

A special Proclamation ! 

T’ung Che, 12th year, 10th moon (November, 1873). 

Translated by 7 W. F. Mayers, Chinese Secretary. 

An inquiry has been instituted with reference to the burning 
of the steamer Moyune. The inferences drawn from the evi- 
dence taken were that the fire did not originate from the furnace 
of the donkey-boiler nor in the coal bunkers, but from some 
accident at or near the lamp-room. The steamer Appin arrived 
on the 19th inst. from Tientsin. She has accomplished twenty 
trips between Shanghai and that port during the year. This 
performance exceeds that of any other steamer on the line, and 
may be attributed in a marked degree to the ability of her com- 
mander and the general good management. 

The French Council having opposed a projected meeting with 
reference to the covered wharfs in front of the Bund, the Con- 
sul-General very properly urged that the public could not he 
denied the right of discussion, and a meeting was called. In 
consequence of this, it is stated that Messrs. Leroy and Mackin- 
tosh, together with the Rev. A. Aymeri, have resigned their 
seats at the Council. 

Some interesting particulars are given in the North China 
Herald of a journey from Hankow to Szechun, 

Mr. J. Livingston has retired from Tientsin ; his partner, Mr. 
William Forbes, will continue the business in his own name. 

The following remarks, having reference to Mildewed Shirt- 
ings, are from the Shanghai ‘Trade Report :— 








* Note.—The Shan-how Tsung Ku—literally a Gencral Committee or Board for 
arrangements contingent upon the restoration of peace and order. This title is given 
to the Councils of inistration cxisting in each Province since the conclusion of the 
Taiping Rebellion, taking the place of the ils of War or Military Boards which wer 
Previously constituted by the same officials, 
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Locally, the trade has been supplied from mildews, which, unfor- 
tunately, are again on the increase- -unfortunately, because even the 
natives are now getting tired of them. and are claiming and obtaining 
heavier allowances than ever on mildew damaged goods. In former 
years, Ningpo was the distributing centre for the refuse of the Shanghai 
market, and in those days buyers claimed 1 mace to 14 per piece allow- 
ance for damage ; but last season the Northern dealers also entered 
the market, and the value of mildews was raised to within 3 or 5 canda. 
per piece of that of sound goods, The Northern fancy, however, is 
played out. The native advices by the last steamers from Tientsin and 
Cheefuo discourage, if they do not actually forbid, further operations in 
damages, in which are included mildews, wax-finish, sizings, and false 
weights ; and, by the courtesy of a friend, I am permitted to insert 
here the following laconic extract from a letter lately reccived by him 
from a traveller in the North of China. “ Great complaints at Tientsin 
about the rotten goods from Manchester—sizing and false weights. 
The English manufactures are suffering from universal discredit.” It 
must be borne in mind that Drills, and almost every kind of Plain 
Cottons, share equally with Grey Shirtings in this “ universal dis- 
credit,” and it is just within the bounds of pd@sibility that Lancashire, 
in her desire to send “ what they ask for in China,” may discover when 
too late that her weighing and finishing genius might have been turned 
to better account.

MANILA. 

The following paragraph regarding the loss of an American 
vessel appears in the Diarto de Manila: 

The year about expiring has been a fatal one to shipping in this 
Archipelago, A new disaster at sea has come to our knowledge. The 
American ship Charger, which left this for Cebu on the 10th inst., in 
which port she was to take in for Europe the remainder of her cargo, 
has been lost on a coral reef, at about a dozen miles from the entrance 
to that port. The Charger, despatched by the firm of Peele, Hubbell, 
and Co., had on board two thousand piculs of hemp. 

The Comercio supplics the following additional particulars :—- 

By the steamer Pasig we have received a letter from Cebu, dated 
the 20th instant, in which the sad intelligence of the loss of the fine 
American ship Charger is furnished us, The letter is as follows :—The 
only news current here is the loss of the American ship Charger, which 
left Manila for this on the 10th inst. On the night of the 14th inst. 
she struck upon a coral reef called Dijun-Tujun, near the entrance to 
this port. It is possible that, owing to the badness of the weather, 
neither the vessel nor her cargo will be saved, notwithstanding the 
assistance afforded afterwards to the captain, who arrived here in his 
boat on the evening of the 15th, in order to bring intelligence of the 
disaster. “i 

The drawing of the Manila lottery took place on the 23rd, on 
which occasion the largest prize (350,000) fell to ticket. No. 7,717, 
which had been forwarded, along with others, to China. The 
second prize for $25,000 was won by an artillery lieutenant, who 
is now in Spain. . 

86,367.95 had been collected at Manila for the benefit of the 
sufferers from the hurricanes which lately raged in the Philip- 
pines.

SARAWAK. 

The Gazette has the following from Mr. W. Walters, who 
writes from Gunong Tabong :— 

“ December 12, 1873. 

“T beg to report that I have cut a line and made a batang 
road from the coal at Silantik to this place (about thirteen miles), 
and that the ground is very favourable, ze, undulating, and 
giving sufficient earth for filling up the lower parts of the line 
within a great distance of them. I have avoided the great 
swamps predicted to be met with, also the hills or mountains on 
each side of the line, by merely crossing the lower part of 
the spurs. . ; 

“On the 30th of last month I received a fine specimen of coal 
from Gunong Tatei, a place which I previously wrote to H.H. 
the Rajah as being likely for coal to be found. When I have 
completed this job, which I hope to do in about a fortnight, I 
propose to visit both the coal of Tatei and Sibuyau, the latter of 
which is reported to be five feet thick ; and on having done so I 
will furward tu you the facts of my investigations, &.”

BATAVTA. 

The Customs and Excise regulations framed to enable the new 
Netherlands India tariff, which came into operation on the 1st 
inst., to be worked, were submitted, in draft, to the Chamker of 
Commerce in Java for their opinions. ‘The result is thus de- 
scribed by the Zadier :— . : 

As we had foreseen, the general regulation for the levying and 
collection of import and export and excise duties, as also the 
ordinances for the levying of an excise duty on native distilled 
spirits, have been announced to come into operation on Jan, 1 
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next. The excise law endows us with an unfree (shackled) terri- 
tory, and the formalities connected with the excise are considered 
to be so oppressive that most of the arrack distilleries will dis- 
appear. ‘The former farm was also an excise one, ut did not work 
in such an offensively vexatious manner. The regulation on the 
levying and collection of duties has been left unchanged, in the 
main, although the most draconic of the rules have been modified. 
Thus, sixty hours after arrival, instead of forty-eight, are now 
allowed to make the general manifest. Thus, forfeiture of ship 
and caryo is replaced by fines which reach f.5,000 and upwards. 
But forfeiture of goods and fines are retained, even for actions 
which do not atfect the captain. The favourable regulations for 
discharging cargo from steamers, first introduced in 1871, have 
disappeared. The chief difliculty from a legal standpoint, the 
price current, whereby the ad w/orem tariff principle is set aside 
and broken, remains. The whole forms a collection of badly 
drawn up reculations, in conflict with the spirit of the age, and 
with every idea of freedom of trade, which will inflict injury 
upon the trade of Netherlands India, and will cause the tole of 
Singapore’s free port to flourish and increase. We pointedly 
draw the attention of the powers that be in the mother country, 
who passed the law, to this method of carryiug out a truly 
liberal law.

ing items are from the Straits Times :-— 

e think the petition of the Province Wellesley planters is a 
very moderately worded document, except in so far as it im- 
peaches the late Magistrate of ths Province of having encouraged 
vexatious proceedings agaipst them, and of having far exceeded 
his legal powers. No doubt the action of his Excellency Sir 
Andrew Clarke, in immediately appointing three Government 
Hospitals in the Province, will have, even in their eyes, suf- 
ficiently provided against a continuance of the medical neglect 
they complain of ; and we think they may be satistied that the 
Magistrate’s conduct will be well looked to in the trial of the 
coming coolie cases. 

We cannot congratulate the Government upon the appearance 
of the new post-ottice building now in course of erection on the 
site of the late Fort Fullerton. The lower story, with its 
numerous columns, looked promising, and we were under the 
impression that an elegant building was in course of erection, 
but when, instead of an upper story that would have been in 
keeping with the heavy architecture of the lower part, the whole 
is topped with a squatty roof, the effect is sadly marred. A 
roomy upper story would have afforded very valuable accommo- 
dation either for the post-office or for other public purposes. 

Though it was beyond all doubt very desirable that the Legis- 
lative Council of the Settlement should have restored to it the 
full strength of its unofticial element, we question if we have 
much room to congratulate ourselves on the manner in which 
this restoration has been effected at the present juncture. Better 
men than the three honourable members who re-accepted oftice 
on Tuesday last it would be impossible for us to obtain, men 
even as good it would be difficult to obtain. Yet it seems to us, 
unless we have been grievously misinformed, that by the manner 
of their re-acceptance of their seats in Council they have can- 
celled any good which their resignation on September 29th was 
calculated to secure. : 

His Excellency seems inclined to look difficulties fairly in the 

face, and to take pretty bold measures to meet them, if what we 
hear of the interview the municipal commissioners had with him 
be true. In alluding to the town drainage, so long in abeyance, 
and to the distribution of the water supply, which we are now 
to have in earnest, his Excellency said it was just as well to 
make up our minds at once to an expenditure of $450,000 on 
those two undertakings, as they would cost very little less ; and 
to meet this expenditure he said he was quite prepared to sanc- 
tion a new municipal loan of £100,000 sterling, and to give the 
guarantee of the Straits Government to the same. Well, it is 
certainly a good deal of money this, and there is no doubt a 
species of moral courage in being able to look its expenditure in 
the face ; but having attained to this courage, we trust we shall 
reserve a proper caution as to the manner in which the money 
goes. 
The Commissioners, it appears further, made his Excellency 
aware of their wish to have a first class engineer for the Muni- 
cipal Works ; and we believe the prompt reply was the despatch, 
there and then, of a telegram to London for an engineer whose 
abilities are well known to his Excellency, and whose salary is 
to be £1,000 per annum.

THE ATCHIN WAR. 

The following account of the events in the Atchin Campaign 
up to the 17th Dec. is supplied by a correspondent of the Penanz 
Gazette :— 

On the 28th November the Princees S. Alexandra, with General 
van Swieten, arrived, and was lustily cheered by the troops on board 
the fiect and saluted by the flag-ship. The same day the surgical and 
medical staff arrived in the Aoninyen Sophia, also the landing pontoons 
and rafting materials in the Sumatra. On the 29th two small war 
steamers, eccompanied by the General and Naval Commander, pro- 
ceeded to the mouth of the Atchin river on a reconnoitring expedition. 
About 9 a.m. they saw what they took to be a masked battery, and 
fired into it. They were answered immediately by two guns, which 
were so well manned that one shot passed right over the bridge where 
the General and Naval Commander and their staffs were collected, and 
struck the water about fifty yards on the other side of the vessel. On 
the 2nd Dec. as many men as could be accommodated on board the store- 
ships were removed to them, in order to relieve the overcrowding of 
the transports, and the sick were landed on Pulo Nassy. On the 7th, 
all the available forces were collected off the entrance to Nazar River 
and a show of landing was made ; thirty-five vessels in all anchored off 
it; rafting, pontooning and collecting boats astern of the transports 
was the order of the day. This move however turned out to be a clever 
ruse on the part of the Dutch in order tu mislead the Atchinese. On 
the night of the Sth the ships received orders to be ready to move 
early next morning. At 1.30 a.m. onthe ¢th the war ships commenced 
to heave up their anchors, and by 4.30 the whole squadron, trans- 
ports included, were under way and steaming to the eastward. At 
6 a.m. Pedro Point was reached, and the fleet stood in, making for the 
land about half a mile to the westward of that headland. At 7 o'clock 
the war ships ranged up and opened fire, shelling the jungle all along 
the foreshore. 

The first landing division, amounting to 1,980 men, was in the mean- 
time got into the boats, which, while the shelling was going on, were 
laying on their oars, ready to start for the shore when the signal was 
given. A few Atchinese were seen among the bushes, but no demon- 
stration was made by their large guns. At 9 a.M. the boats began to move 
towards the shore in two divisions ; no opposition was shown until they 
were within a few yards from the beach, when they were met by a 
brisk fire of musketry from the sand ridges, behind which the Atchinese 
had entrenched themselves. The boats replied with their bow howit- 
zers, but there was apparently some hitch, as the boats stopped for a 
few minutes; this was caused, we afterwards found out, by the cowardly 
conduct of the convict boatmen, who stopped plying their oars as soon 
as the firing of the enemy commenced. At the sight, however, of 
some of the Atchinese on the shore, the troops cheered lustily, and the 
convicts evidently managed to pluck up courage, and a few strokes of their 
oars landed the boats on the beach. At 9.20 a.m. the first man (a 
lieutenant of the 14th battalion) leaped on shore, the troops followed 
and scattered along the beach in apparent disorder, but were seen to 
form themselves almost immediately and moved up steadily under the 
Atchinese fire, the Dutch reserving theirs till the sand ridges were 
gained, when a few sharp volleys were exchanged and the Atchinese 
positions taken ; the Dutch flag replacing that of the Atchinese in less 
time than it takes to describe the struggle. It is supposed that the 
number of Atchinese defending these ridges was very small, as there 
was not time for them to concentrate any large force to oppose the 
landing of the invaders. Throngh the remainder of this day there 
was little or no opposition shown to the Dutch troops, who were 
marching to the westward along the shore; several of the fortified 
positions of the Atchinese being found deserted, the shells from the 
vessela of the fleet making them untenable. A rather excitinz in- 
cident was witnessed during this march by those on board the tleet. 
Two sailors managed tu land suddenly from one of the ships some dis- 
tance ahead of the troops, and were seen to make for the thicket ; no 
one appeared to know what they were up to, and they were for a few 
minutes lost to sight, when suddenly one of them was seen climbing up 
a flagstaff in one of the mud forts, and to tear the Atchinese flag down 
amid great cheering from the troops and fleet. The boats after landing 
another detachment of infantry commenced to land cavalry and artillery. 
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In the evening, the troops having reached Gegan Creek, encamped for the 
night, the fleet occupying a position commanding both flauks. About 
two A.M. on the 10th very heavy firing was heard around the camp. 
The Atchinese appeared to be attacking in considerable force, but 
were beaten off. At seven a.m. the whole of the troops forded the 
Gegun Creek, and the day was spent in skirmishing along the shore to- 
wards the westward, the fleet moving in a parallel line to the land 
forces, keeping slightly ahead and pouring shot and shell into every 
position of the enemy which was within range. At night the Dutch 
encamped on the west side of the creek. On the morning of the 
llth, portions of the land force were detached and disappeared 
into the jungle skirting tho banks of the creek and cleared it of 
the enemy. At noon the Atchincse came down with a large force 
and attacked the Dutch with great vigour. They came to the 
assault without any apparent order, yelling and screaming like so 
many red Indians. When this assault was commenced it must 
have taken the Dutch trovps by surprise to a certain extent, as 
all of them, with the exception of the sentries and pickets, were 
evidently resting themselves, and were scattered about in undress 
in the camp; but so perfect was thei: discipline that within two 
minutes from the time when the alarm was first sounded almost the 
whole force was under arms, and marched forward in array to repel the 
attack of the enemy. The battle lasted for three quarters of an hour, 
when as many of the Atchinese as escaped the terrible fire of the Dutch 
breach-loaders disappeared into the jungle. 
Dutch national air, and all was quiet again for that day. There is no 
computing the loss of the Atchinese, but it must have been fearfully 
large, owing to the manner in which they repeatedly exposed them- 


selves in the most reckless manner, in vain attempts to come to close ' 


quarters, and they were consequently literally mown down. An 
hour after the close of this fight the whole bush in front of the Dutch 
Camp was one sheet of fire. It is nut known exactly how this was 


caused, but it is supposed that some Dutch sailors did it in order to | 


drive the Atchinese out ; be this as it may, there was no fighting for the 
rest of that day, nor all that night, owing to the conflagration, which 
separated both forces from one another. 

On the 12th, at day light, a portion of the troops recommenced their 
westward march, the ships continuing their programme of keeping in 
advance and shelling the works of the enemy. No fighting of any im 
portance took place that day, and the troops encam):d about a mile to 
the eastward of the Atcbin River. 
made a series of harassing attacks, and the firing of musketry and field 
pieces was heard throughout the whole of the night. The morning of 
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the 13th saw the fleet heavily bombarding several extensive carth- , 


works which were discovered on both sides of the entrance to the 
river. 
the above, but were met by a brisk fire of musketry from them and a 
fort which was situated about 600 yards from the beach. The troops 


immediately retired, and the fleet opened fire and continued blazing | 


away fur about two hours. At noon the ships again stopped firing, and 
the troops advanced inshore and attacked the forts and earthworks 
from the rear, but met with very little resistance, and they captured 
the whole of them with ease. During these operations an officer of 
cavalry, in attempting to cross a creek to attack an earthwork, was 
drowned ; besides this the Dutch losses for the day amounted to three 
killed and twenty-two wounded. The camp at the Gegan creek was 
deserted that afternoon, and a permanent camp was pitched on the 
same spot as a portion of the forces had encamped on on the 12th 
(within three quarters of a mile of the river). Firing was heard all 
night, but nothing serious took place. 

On the 14th, at six a.m., all the troops moved from the camp and 
marched on in fighting order, and were met by a heavy fire from the 
Atchinese, who were in ambush, and under cover of the jungle. The 
Dutch replied at once, and continued moving forward ; after half an 
hour of very heavy firing on both sides, the Atchinese suddenly ceased 
theirs, and the Dutch entered the jungle in pursuit. The latter, how- 
ever, only went in a short distance, when they brought their mortars to 
the front, and commenced to throw shells in advance, so as to drive the 
enemy out, an object which they were not long in accomplishing. 
the afternoon of that day the troops all marched further to the west- 
ward, and took possession of the whole east bank of the river. There 
was some slight fighting going on that day inshore, but nothing worth 
recording happened. On the morning of the 15th, twenty armed 
launches went up the river and captured a furt on the west side of it. 
The Dutch commenced landing wooden materials for erecting hospitals 
and quantities of stores during the course of the day. The fighting 
among the troops was confined toa few skirmishes with the pickets. 
That night the bush was again on fire in several places. On the 16th 
an advance was made from the camp in the direction of the Kraton, 
the course taken being apparently in a straight line from the Dutch 
camp to it. There was during the early part of the day a good deal of 
firing and skirmishing going on, and at night the Atchinese managed 
to come to close quarters with the Dutch several times. 

On the 17th a portion of the troops crossed an arm of the river. 
After a hot engagement, which lasted half an hour, in which a captain 
of infantry was killed and several Dutch were wounded, the Dutch 
captured several strong and well fortified earthworks. In one was found 
a 4U-pounder gun of European manufacture. In another they came 
across two, the smaller measuring 13 ft. 6 in. in length, and S} in. in 
bore ; the larger was 20 ft. in length, of 54 in. bore, 19 in. at the 
muzzle and 2 ft. at the breach in diameter. Both these were of solid 
brass, and evidently cast in the country ; the latter had not, however, 
been mounted, so of course was of little use tu the defenders. The 
principal features of the earthworks themselves were that they all 
consisted of holes dug in the ground, and the carth was thrown up in 
front of them, being thus well calculated to protect the occupants 

inst every kind of missile, with the exception of shell. The firing 
of the Dutch vessels was excellent, as is testified to by tho fact that 
several shells dropped right into the holes and exploded there, of course 
causing great havoc. 

The Dutch have lost a great many of their small boate, which, owing

to the heavy surf on the coast, have been dashed to pieces, but so far 
without any loss of life arising therefrom. The medical arrangements 
of the expedition are perfect, and it is but fair to say that great 
humanity has been shown by the Dutch towards the Atchinese, the 
wounded of the latter being attended to by the medical department just 
as carefully as those of the former. What loss the Atchinese have suf- 
fered it would be impossible to say, but judging from the large num- 
ber of dead which are met with, in the creeks and swamps, and taking 
into consideration that the enemy carry away as many of their dead as 
papel can, there must have been fearful havoc committed amongst 
erm.

IMPORTS. 


YoxouaMa.—Business had been on a small scale, in consequence of 
the fire at Yedv, coupled with the near approach of the new year. For 
Grey Shirtings, 8}lbs., a goud demand had existed at higher prices, 
which, however, had ceased at the close. For Cotton Yarn there had 
been rather less inquiry at higher prices for best qualities, while almost 
all other goods had been neglected. 

Hioco-Usaka.—There had been little change in the market. Busi- 
ness in imports generally had remained on a limited scale and unsatis- 
factory as hitherto during the seasun. Stocks of many articles were 
still excessive, whilst, on tho other hand, there was altogether only a 
trifling demand. Cottons: In consequence of heavy supplies Shirtings 
had declined in value to $2.60 to 2.70 for 8} Ibs., but had since re- 
covered, and closed firm at $2.78 to 2.81 for best chops of this weight ; 
other descriptions were not wanted. The demand for Black Velvets 
had ceased, and prices were consequently weaker, $54 to 9}. Taffache- 
lass continued in good demand and firm, goud assortments being scarce. 
Yarns were unchanged, but with a little better feeling at the close. 
Woollens : Except Black Orleans there was scarcely any article in de- 
mand, and most of them, especially Cloth and its substitutes, such as 
Union Cloth, Pilots, Presidents and Sealskins, were lower, and more or 
less nominal. Nail-rod Iron was wanted, and prices were firm at an

YoxouamMs.—A steady business had been done in medium to choice 
grades at former prices. Scttlements were estimated at 5,000 piculs ; 
arrivals had been on a smaller scale than last reported, and stocks were 
somewhat reduced. Quotations :—Common (nominal), $21 to $23 per 
picul ; good common, $24 to $27 ; medium, $29 to $32 ; good medium, 
333 to $36; fine, 838 to $41; finest, $43 to $47; choice, $50 and 
upwards. Export from June 1 to date, 8,198,553 lbvs., against 
8,696,743 Ibs. for the corresponding period last season. 

Hioco-Osaka.—There had been a fairly active business doing durin 
the month, and settlements agyregated 4,200 piculs. Quotations showed 
little alteration, but were very irregular. Stocks were estimated at 
4,000 piculs. Shipments by this (Pacific) mail were 520 tons, which 
made the export to date about 1,000,000 lbs. under last season for a 
similar period.

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Foocuow.—During the week transactions on this market had been 
on @ moderate scale, the sclection on offer having been of most undesir- 
able character. The remaining stuck consisted of the lowest grades, 
and but little more Tea was expected from the country. Considerable 
purchases had been made in Oolonzs for the United States. The Ex- 
port to Great Britain and the Continent of Europe to date had been: — 
Seagon 1873-74, 50,594,258 lbs. ; season 1872-73, 50,111,456 lbs. 

Amoy.—The small remaining stock of Oolong bad been all bought 
up, and as no further arrivals were expected from the country we may 
consider the season as at an end. The total supply had been 151,102 
half-chests, or nearly 70,000 half-chests under last season's. The 
Oberon sailed for New York on Dec. 18, taking 339,073 Ibs. Amoy 
Oolongs: There was still a fair quantity of Tea waiting shipment, but 
as yet no vessel had been fixed to take the berth, and it would most 
likely be shipped coastwise. 

Cantoy.—There was no activity whatever in the market, and no 
settlements of general merchandise were reported. Tea had remained en- 
tirely neglected, no offers having been made for any description, and 
both the Teamen and purchasers appearing disposed to await the re- 
sult of the Home market before taking any steps towards resuming 
business. Three small vessels, the Peiho, Huhenzollern, and Glamor- 
ganshire, had been advertised to load for New York, and it was re- 
ported that they would take only part cargoes from this port. 


SILK. 

YoxouHaMa.—There had been a current business doing, and settle- 
ments were estimated at 900 bales. Good average parcels of Hanks 
were very difficult to mect with, and rejections had again been heavy. 
Arrivals had been fair and stock was slightly increased. There had 
been scarcely any change in prices, and last quotations were virtually 
unaltered ; in some cases lower prices had been accepted, and with the 
near approach of the New Year and settling period a slight weakness 
was apparent at the close. Silk-worms’ Eggs: A few cards were going 
forward by this American Mail, which close the season, and the total 
export had been 1,400,000 cards, against 1,280,000 cards last year. 

SaanoHal.—The market had been less active than for some weeks 
previously, and French buyers were less eager. The stock although 
large was mostly undesirable, and of very coarse and inferior qualities. 
Chop silks were very scarce. For Red Peacock Tls. 185 was asked, and 
quality was 1s. worse than early shipments. Dealers were disposed to 
sell, and lower prices were expected before China New-year. Total 
settlements to date about 47,000 bales ; unsold stock about 6,000 bales. 

Canton.—During the week 70 bales of Tsatlee Reel had been pur- 
chased for Europe, and some 400 boxes of Rereels were reported as 
settled for the United States. Quotations for Tsatlee Reel aud Loong 
Kong continued unchanged, No. 4 Tsatlee Reel $375 per picul, and No. 
1 Loong Kong $455 ; Rerecls however were somewhat dearer, Lacklow 
Extra calling for $505 per picul, No. 1 $475 to 480, and No. 2 $465; 
Rereeled Kotengon No. $560 per picul. Stock was estimated at 1,000 
bales Tsatlee Reel, 150 bales Loong Kong, 100 bales Cumchook and 
Lacklow, and 300 bales middling to inferior Longreels.

THE WAR IN SUMATRA. 

Tue Haccr, Fes. 6.—A telegram from the Dutch Consul at Penang 
was received at noon to-day at the Colonial-office, announcing that 
cholera is decreasing among the Dutch troops, Official advices, dated 
the Ist inst., have been received here from Atchin, stating that the 
Dutch troops made a reconnaissance on the 29th ult., to seek a line 
of communication between the two provinces, when they encountered 
the enemy, who opened fire on them, killing three and wounding 
eighteen men. The inhabitants of three provinces appeared desirous 
of submitting upon the Dutch guaranteeing to secure them liberty of 
religion. No reinforcements were needed. The cholera was decreasing. 

Tne Haccr, Fes. 8.—The Government has to-day received an offi- 
cial despatch from Atchin, dated the 4th inst., announcing that the 
Atchinese chiefs remain hostile and are erecting forts in the interior. 
This, however, is not regarded as of much importance, the capture of 
the Kraton having broken the enemy's strength. The Dutch camp is 
now no longer subject to alarms from the Atchinese. Lieutenant- 
General van Swieten, before resuming operations, will see what attitude 
is taken up by the less hostile portion of the natives. A rumour is cur- 
rent that the Sultan of Atchin is dead.

Roya Grocraruica, Socirty.—At the meeting of this society on 
the 9th inst., the President, the Right Hon. Sir Bartle Frere, in the 
chair, a paper was read on “A Journey Outside the Great Wall of 
China,” by Dr. 8S. W. Bushell, physician to the British Legation at 
Peking. The route taken was north-westerly, through inner Mongolia 
to Kalgan, and thence north-casterly to Dulonnor (a large town the 
exact position of which was previously unknown), and Shang-tu, the 
old northern capital of the Yuan dynasty, described in glowing terms 
by Marco Polo, The ruins of Shang-tu, built by the famous Kublai Khan, 
were identified by the existence of a marble tablet, with an inscription 
of the 13th century. It is the place referred to by Coleridge in his 
well-known lines— 

“Tn Xanadu did Kublai Khan 
“A stately pleasure dume decree,” &e. 

The author found the site a complete desert, overgrown with rank 
weeds and grass, the abude of fuxes and owls, which prey on the nu- 
merous prairie rats and partridges. The walls of the city, built of earth 
faced with unhewn stone and brick, are still standing, but are more or 
less dilapidated, and the enclosed space is strewn with blocks of marble 
and other remains of large temples and palaces, while broken lions, 
dragona, and the remains of other carved monuments lie about in 
every direction, half hidden by the thick and tangled over- 
growth. From Shang-tu the author travelled south-easterly past 
the great enclosed park called the Imperial hunting grounds, to 
the city of Jehol, and thence to Peking. A second paper was real on 
a Chinese subject by Mr. George Phillips, entitled “Notices of 
Southern Mangi.” In the discussion which followed, Sir Rutherford 
Alcock dilated on the great service rendered to general knuwledge by 
contributions on special points of geography like the papers of Dr. 
Bushell and Mr. Phillips, which, although apparently of limited interest, 
supplied accurate data for subsequent use, Mr. Baber, the Rev. Joseph 
Edkins, aud Mr. W. Lockhart also took part in the discussion, 

Toe American Postinaster-General is reported to have declared that 
he shall be guided in the matter of the Pacific Mail Company subsidy 
by the action of Congress. If that body made the usnal appropriation 
for a subsidy for the next fiscal year he will pay the amount to the 
company if they perform their contract, not otherwise. The impression 
prevails that the appropriation fur the present fiscal year will be re- 
turned to the Treasury, the company having failed to comply with the 
contract made with the Department. 

THE Messageries Maritimes Company's extra steamer Danuhe, with 
the screw steamer Provence in tow, left Aden on the sth inst. for Suez 
and Marseilles, at which latter port they may be expected on or about 
the end of this month. 

THE Japanese houses exhibited at the Vienna Exhibition have been 
purchased for the Alexandra Palace at Muswell-hill, and the Japanese 
builder who had them in charge is now on a visit to Enyland. 

Ir is announced that 111 ships passed the Suez Canal in January,

“FLOUNDERING AND FOUNDERING.” 

THE expression which we have prefixed to this article, 
and which was applied by Mr. GLADSTONE to the leader of 
the Conservative party, in reality very happily describes 
the conduct of those who, during late years, have controlled 
our policy, and charged themselves with their country’s 
interests in the East. eges delirant, rival statesmen fall 
out, and deliver themselves of contradictory assertions ; but 
meanwhile—whoever may be the responsible party—and 
this is no business of ours to decide—the prospects of our 
trade in quarters of the globe “ about as far off as the king- 
dom of Brobdingnag” are most materially sacrificed. Our 
relations with the Dutch in the Malay Archipelago, and 
more especially our behaviour towards Atchin, have been 
dragged before the British public, and represented to audi- 
ences naturally unfamiliar with the subject in lights shaded 
and coloured to suit the immediate purposes of electoral 
warfare, rather than intensified so as to convey true and 
accurate information. We have a more faithful and a 
more important duty to discharge, we wage no partisan 
strife ; our simple task is to say what we can in defence of 
our true commercial interests, and while desiring to so set 
out our facts and put forward our arguments as to be 
understood by all, we do not forget that a goodly number 
of our readers are actually better versed in the history and 
bearings of the case than either Mr. GLADSTONE or Mr. 
DISRAELI can pretend to be. As to these two gentlemen, 
it is hardly worth our while to discuss and criticise their 
utterances. Each makes use of the Atchin question as a 
peg on which to hang political invective ; and the Treaty 
lately concluded between the Dutch and ourselves is tossed 
from one side to the other like a shuttlecock. This treat- 
ment is of a kind little calculated either to redress mis- 
chief already occasioned, or to prevent further mischief in 
the future. One thing is at any rate apparent from the 
controversy, that both parties acknowledge the disastrous 
character of what has been done by our Foreign-office with 
respect to Sumatra and the Atchinese ; for if this were not 
the case we should not see Mr. DISRAELI and Mr. GLAD- 
STONE striving alike to shift the responsibility—it would 
be more correct to say the blame—on to the shoulders of 
his antagonist. 

We may, however, take Lord DErBy’s recent letter to 
The Times as being not only substantially correct, but as a 
clue which will guide our less instructed readers through 
the mysteries of a question in itself somewhat involved, 
but which has been designedly enwrapped in complications 
in order to screen those who have offended from con- 
demnation. On April 22nd, 1819, Sir StAMFORD RAFFLES 
concluded a Treaty of friendship and defensive alliance 
between the East India Company and the Sultan of ATCHIN. 
Nearly five years afterwards (that is, in 1824) we ratified 
another Treaty with the Dutch, by which—subject to cer- 
tain conditions—we made over to the Netherlands Govern- 
ment our possessions in Sumatra. At the same time, we 
notified them of our compact with Atchin, agreeing to 
modify its provisions, but on the understanding that the 
integrity of the Atchinese dominions was to be re- 
spected. We never did—as it would seem—take any 
steps to modify this now partially superseded Treaty, 
and so the matter rested until September, 1868, at 
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which time the Dutch made propositions to Lord DERBY 
to revise their Treaty relations in connection with this 
subject. A draft of a new Treaty was therefore pre- 
pared, in which—in return for certain points conceded to 
us by the Dutch, we on our part consented to recognise 
all the actual territorial acquisitions which the Dutch up 
to that time had made in Sumatra—for these were accom- 
plished facts—but we purposely excluded all mention of 
Atchin, the status of which was to continue unaltered. 
The Cabinet of 1868, however, ceased to exist before these 
negotiations were completed, and it is now pretty clear 
that the Treaty ratified by Mr. GLADSTONE’s Government 
in 1871 differed in material points from that left unfinished 
by Lord DeERBy when he quitted office in 1868—the most 
notable alteration being that by which the retention of 
Atchin as an independent State was abandoned. We have 
every desire in considering this question to put the saddle 
on the right horse—if we may be allowed to use a collo- 
quial phrase—and we fear that the facts force upon us no 
other conclusion than that Mr. GLADSTONE’s late admi- 
nistration are solely responsible for the fall of Atchin, and 
for all the consequent mischief. We certainly should not 
like—in the interests of our trade with China and else- 
where—to see a predominant controlling power in terri- 
torial possession all along one side of the Straits, yet such 
—by our own weakness and want of foresight—must ever 
after be actually the case. Our pepper trade in Penang 
will also most seriously be affected—as we have once 
before pointed out—and many other evils, less easy to fore- 
tell now, are likely hereafter to ensue. 

One other remark may here be added of a more general 
character as affecting our Eastern Foreign-office policy. We 
urge upon our friends to reflect upon the moral damage, the 
loss of prestige and confidence—sustained by the English 
among all the neighbouring native States. We overthrew the 
Sultan of ATCHIN by concluding a treaty on which he was 
never consulted, and he and his people—whohave been taken 
greatly by surprise—consider that they, though unoffend- 
ing, have been abandoned and betrayed by English states- 
men. This view will also be shared generally amon 
the Malay rajahs, and hence we shall forfeit much o 
that salutary moral influence over them which is so im- 
portant where trade and credit are concerned. We 
may perhaps revert to the SULTAN and to his recent 
treatment by our authorities when he recently applied 
himself to them with appeals for succour and support, but 
we have no space to do full justice to this last point here ; 
so much only we believe to be well ascertained that, by 
giving up our Treaty of 1824, we have suffered greatly 
commercially, and also in prestige, and while we brought 
this direct injury upon ourselves, we also placed ourselves 
in a position so equivocal towards a former ally that we 
shall at any rate be considered to have broken faith. 





OPENING UP OF CHINA. 

Mr. ConsuL MEpDuHUuRST, in his report on the trade of 
Shanghai, makes some comments, which we give in another 
column, on the difficulties and obstructions now felt to the 
pushing of our manufactures into the interior. When the 
negotiations for a revision of the Treaty in 1869 were 
instituted this was the chief demand, and its urgency in- 
creases every year. That we should be still only scratching 
at the crust of China after so many years’ trade is dis- 
creditable to our energy and enterprise, not on the part of 
our merchants, but of our Government. It is a singular 
coincidence that the position of the English is in this re- 
spect precisely analogous to that of the Chinese. Both suffer 
from the action of their respective Governments. ‘The Go- 
vernment of China are obstructive to all extension of privi- 
leges to theforeigner, while ourGovernment quietly acquiesce 
and cannot be roused to a sense of their duty. The only other 
Governments actuated by the same interests, viz., the ex- 
tension, pure and simple, of trading facilities, are unfortu- 
nately precluded from acting alone in making demands for 
the benefit of their subjects. Combined action by the 
German, American, and English Governments, could hardly 
fail to bring about concessions for free travel and trade 
throughout the Empire, as well as the working and develop- 
ment of its mineral resources. It is aggravating to feel that 
we are kept at arm’s length at a few ports, while all China— 
except the governing are anxious for our aid in

developing the resources of the country. The whole army 
of petty mandarins, who now exact their squeeze from every 
article of foreign manufacture, are of course opposed to 
our getting any nearer to the consumer. They very 
naturally wish all this trade to pass through their filters. 
It is, however, now time that action be taken on the part 
of the merchants and others interested to bring about a 
revision of our Treaty. 





Tue Pall Mull Gazette prints an account, “ gathered from 
eye-witnesses,” of the reception of the Foreign Ministers 
by the Emperor of Cuina. We have reason to believe 
that this account is authentic, and from the pen of a well- 
known Peking resident. It is informal, and is evidently 
from a private letter, not written for publication, though 
this hardly justifies such slip-shod English as the last sen- 
tence, which is delightfully complicated in its construction, 
and might be set to candidates for the Consular Service as 
a test of their powers of parsing. We must be grateful for 
very small mercies, indeed, if we profess ourselves satisfied 
with the miserable and humiliating ceremonies which ter- 
minated the long-vexed question of the Imperial Audience, 
and we by no means agree with the writer of the letter in 
question in his jubilations over the event. 





WE note the arrival in Europe of Mr. Mauer, C.B., 
Her Majesty’s Secretary of Legation at Peking, transferred 
to Athens as Chargé d’ Affaires. As already mentioned, the 
successor to Mr. MALET is Mr. JOHN WALSHAM, but we do 
not yet see his name asa passenger. Hon. H. G. EbwWARDEs, 
Second Secretary, Peking, is entered for the mail of 20th 
inst. We can understand that the “dirt, dust and 
decay” of Peking are most unpalatable to men accustomed 
to the luxuries and life of a great European capital, and 
we do not wonder that there is among the diplomatic ser- 
vice a dislike and disinclination to visit the Chinese Court, 
where receptions are held at daylight, and society is 
entirely of the masculine gender. 


WE hear that Captain LEwrs has submitted to the 
Chinese Government an effective and economical scheme 
for one the Woosung Bar. Better late than never, 
though we should think the Chinese authorities would be 
ashamed to look the Bar in the face. 


THE consecration of the Rev. Dr. Burpon, the new 
Bishop for Victoria, Hong Kong, which has been postponed, 
will be held about the 15th of next month, in the Chapel of 
the Episcopal Palace at Lambeth. 


Mr. R. B. Reap has been appointed Swedish Consul at 
Singapore. 











EXTRACT FROM MR. MEDHURST’S REPORT. 

It must be remembered that the consumption of goods in 
China is not so elastic as the productive powers of Lancashire 
and Yorkshire, and cannot be so so long as the bases from which 
the goods are distributed are but limited, and the means of 
transport into the interior as defective as they are at present. 
Undoubtedly there do exist large, fertile, and thickly-populated 
districts in China to which an Inappreciable quantity of foreign 
goods has as yet penetrated, and this fact, together with that of the 
well-known commercial spirit of the Chinese, which drives them 
to buy their goods in the cheapest markct, makes the merchants 
here and manufacturers at home look anxiously for the time 
when new markets will clear out overstocks of goods, and 
equalise again production and consumption. As yet the import 
trade has not readjusted itself to suit the new condition of the 
telegraph and Sucz Canal ; and it is to be feared that it will not, 
so long as the facility of shipment from England to China is con- 
fronted by the difficulty of carriage from the Treaty Ports to 
the inland marts, 


THE MALACCA STRAITS. 

In the course of a speech delivered to his constituents at New 
Cross, Mr. Gladetone has made further reference to the passage 
in Mr. Disraeli’s address which had reference to our policy with 
regard to the extension of the powers held by the Dutch in 
Sumatra, and to the letter of Lord Derby on the subject, which 
appeared in our last issue. 

One word (said Mr. Gladstone) upon the subject which has become 
almost an old friend with us—the Straits uf Malacca. A new qucs- 
tion has been introduced to your notice, which I never mentioned 
on Blackheath—the question of the kingdom of Atchin. I never 
spoke about the kingdom of Atchin. Lord Derby published a | 
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letter in the newspapers —I must say it was impossible there 
could be a letter couched in more moderate and becoming terms— 
in which he said that some might suppose from my speech that while 
he was at the Forcign-office the Government had given powers to Hol- 
land with respect to Atehin which they had not viven ; and therefore 
he said they hid not given these powers or privileges. Now, you are 
my witnesses that lL never spoke of Atchin st all. T found in the 
address of Mr. Disraclia statement that we had surrendered control 
over the Straits of Malacca, This is a geographical question, If you 
will turn to the map yeu will find that the kingdom of Atchin is 
separated by little short of 200 miles from the other side of the water. 
Do you call a sea of 150 or 200 miles broad “Straits?” I should like 
to know what Straits in the world are 150 miles broad. You have 
heard of the Straits of Gibraltar, which are about twenty miles 
wide. You have heard of the Straits of Dover, which are about 
twenty miles broad. The real Straits of Malacca are also twenty 
or thirty miles broad. “ But no,” says Mr. Disraeli, “the Straits 
of Malacca are betwen Atchin and the Continent, where the 
sea is 150 miles wide.” Now, I ask, is it not reasonable, when I found 
him complaining that we had abandoned the Straits of Malacca, that I, 
in examining the case, instead of saying what we had done with respect 
to the part 150 miles broad, should look to the part which was twenty 
miles broad, and which I really thought to be the Straits? I said that 
control had been given up over the movements of the Dutch with re- 
gard to the Straits of Malacca. I added that this control was reason- 
ably and properly given up, being of itself of little or no practical value, 
and that it was given up in return for most valuable concessions— 
namely, perfect equality of trade in those countries ; and I would this 
good act, which has been charged upon us asa bad act, had been done by 
the preceding Government. Every word of that is strictly true. But 
Mr. Disraeli—I have no doubt quite unintentionally—has fallen into a 
sad error, which [ will endeavour to expose. The narrow part of the 
Straits in the islind of Sumatra is bordered by the kingdom of Siak. 
It was with regard to Siak I stated that Lord Malmesbury had 
accepted with thanks the Treaty transmitted by the Dutch an- 
nounging that they had assumed the control of Siak. I stated also that 
the kingdom of Siak was the part of Sumatra which was important with 
Tespect to the Straits. Mr. Disraeli has unfortunately been led to 
state, if he be correctly reported, that Lord Malmesbury was perfectly 
right in making no remonstrance, because he says we had no more 
power to stop the Dutch from obtaining control over the kingdom of 
Siak than we had to stop the transit of Venus. When he said that we 
had no more power to do so, I suppose he meant that we had no more 
right tu do so, because I suppose we have power to cope with Holland 
if we please. However, he says we had no right to stop that proceed- 
ing on the part of Holland. Now, on this point I will quote the 
language of Lord Derby, Mr. Disracli’s own Foreign Secretary. In 
1868 Lord Derby demands from the Dutch Government commercial 
privileges and equality ; and what is the equivalent he offers? The 
equivalent he offers is the surrender of our right of remonstrance 
against the acquisition by Holland of Siak and the other territories 
she had acquired in Sumatra. On May 11, 1868, Lord Derby writes :— 
“The equivalent we offer is the withdrawal of our right of protest 
against territorial encroachments effected in Sumatra, which we have 
never acknowledged, and the concession to the Netherlands of the 
right to consvlidate acquisitions in that island, which, under existing 
circumstances, it is impossible for Great Britain to recognise.” So that 
even Lord Derby assumes the right to protest against these acquisi- 
tions, which right Mr. Disraeli says we did not possess, 

Mr. Disraeli has also adverted to the subject in the course 
of an address to his constituents. He said— 


Mr. Gladstone is a Minister especially of peace and economy, and he 
must know very well that the conduct of the Government in that part 
of the world has, at any rate, occasioned already two wars, and, accord- 
ing to Mr. Goschen, an expenditure of one million of money to this 
country. I think, therefore, gentlemen, that what has occurred in the 
Straits of Malacca is, at any rate, no laughing matter. That subject, 
gentlemen, as I have to trouble you, although as briefly as possible, on 
one or two topics, is one on which I will not now longer dwell than to 
make one observation. After a long trial you know it is the business 
to sum up the merits of the case, and all that I have got to remind 
you is, that in my address to you which was published some days ago 
I stated that the present Government, from ignorance or from folly, 
had, by terminating the treaty which we passed with Holland, which 
secured, according to the opinions of English Ministers, independence 
of the Straits of Malacea, involved themselves in engagements, and at 
the same time, to adupt the language of Mr. Gladstune, had involved 
this country in engagements so equivocal and entangling that a war 
with Ashantee was the consequence ; 8 war which had already incurred 
great expenditure, and the cost of which is still indefinite. Now, it is 
said that the Treaty which had produced these effects, or at least which 
had indirectly led to these consequences, had been negotiated by Lord 
Derby, the Secretary of State for the Government over which I pre- 
sided. That was one of the most serious charges which could be made 
against a public man, and imputes an incapacity or levity, or perhaps 
even a want of principle, in public statements, which would have been, 
as was said by his friends, of a crushing character, if it were true. 
However, there can be no doubt, from what has since transpired, that 
that statement of Mr. Gladstone's was entirely incorrect, that the 
Treaty negotiated by Lord Derby had no provision in it which sur- 
rendered the points in question, namely, Atchin to the Dutch Govern- 
ment ; but, on the contrary, it had been negotiated with a condition on 
the principle that the independence of Atchin, which we considered 
vital to our interests, should be respected. 

Mr. Alderman Cotton, the newly elected member for the City of 
London, in the course of a speech to the electors, said there seemed to 
be one point which had never been alluded to either by Mr. Disraeli 
or Mr. Gladstone, and although not in Lord Derby's councils whenher 
refused to allow the kingdom of Atchin to be included in the draft of 
the treaty about to be made with the Dutch Government in 1868, he 








(the speaker) could well imavine that one of his objects was to protect 
the trade between that country and the British island of Penany, from 
whence the former derived all its Manche: ter goods, paying for them 
in pepper and other articles of produce te the extent of about a niliion 
sterling per annum; and he could not help expressing his surprise 
that a Govermnent which called itself Liberaland prided: itself upon 
its free-trade principles should hand over te the tender mercies of a 
Government (the Dutch) which exist only upen monopolies, the con- 
trol of an important commuerce Which had hitherto been free and un- 
trammelled. 

Mr. Thomas G. Bowles, who wrote the article referred to by 
Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Disracli on the Straits of Malacca, has ad- 
dressed the following letter to The Times :—Since the credit has been 
given to me of inventing the Straits of Malacca asa political question, 
allow me to say one word as to that abandonment of Atchin to Dutch 
conquest by which their control has been lost to England. Lord 
Entield maintains that Atchin was effectually abandoned and deharred 
from calling on Enuland to fuliil her engazement to defend it by Enyg- 
land’s Act in 1824 and by its own Act in 1857. Mr, Ghidstone gives 
us to understand that it was sbandoned iy Lord Derby's Act in 1563, 
In reality, Atchin was not abandoned nor the obligation of England re- 
pudiated until 1871, as anybody may sce who will read the Sumatra 
Convention dated the 2nd of November in that year. By this Con- 
vention England “desists froin the reserve? contained in the notes 
attached to the Treaty of 1824, which is a reserve of the independence 
of Atchin as ageinst the Dutch. If that reserve had ever been “de- 
sisted from” before there would have been no sense in the Convention, 
Since, therefore, Atchin was not abandoned until IS71, it could) not 
have been abandoned in 1863, still less in TSS7. and, least of all, in 
1824. Whet is more important is that, as T subiuit, this Convention of 
1871 could not release. and has not released, England from her obliza- 
tion under the Treaty of 1819 to defend Atchin: and it is a thegrant 
violation of public faith to refuse to fulfil that obligation, 

THE SUMATRA TREATY OF 1871. 

Subjoined is the official text of the Convention between Her 
Majesty and the King of the Netherlands for the settlement of 
their mutual relations in the Islund of Sumatra, of which the 
ratificatiors were exchanged ai the Hague on Feb, 17, 1872 :— 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland and his Majesty the King of the Netherlands, being desirous 
to consolidate more and more, in the spirit of the Treaty of the 17th 
of March, 1824, the friendship between the two countries, and conse- 
quently also to remove all oceasion of mistnderstanding in_ their 
inutual relations on the Island of Sumatra, have agreed to conclude a 
Convention for that purpose, and their Plenipotentiaries have agreed 
upon and concluded the following articles :— 

Arrient 

Her Britannic Majesty desists from all objections against the exten- 
sion of the Netherland dominion in any part of the Island of Sumatra, 
and consequently from the reserve in that respect contained in the 
notes exchanged by the Netherland and British Plenipotentiarics at the 
conclusion of the Treaty of the 17th of March, 1824. 

Axticie IL. 

His Majesty the King of the Netherlands declares that, in the king- 
dom of Siak Srie Indrapoora and its dependencies, as it is defined in 
the compact concluded by the Netherland Indian Government with 
that kingdon on the Ist of February, 1858, the trade of British sub- 
jects and the British navigation shall continue to enjoy all the rights 
and advantages that are or may be grante:l there to the trade of Nether- 
land subjects and to the Netherland navigation ; and, further, that the 
same assimilation shall be granted to the trade of British subjects and 
to the British navigation in any other native State of the Island of 
Sumatra that may hereafter become dependent on the Crown of the 
Netherlands, provided always that British subjects conform them-celves 
to the laws and regulations of the Netherland Governinent. 

ArticLe TTT. 

The stipulations of the preceding Article shall not interfere with 
the distinction established by the Netherland-Indian Jaws and regu- 
lations between individuals of Western and individuals of Eastern ex- 
traction, nor with the application of the stipulations of the Convention 
of the 27th of March, 1851. 

















GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.)

The excitement created in the minds of the German public at the 
result of the gencral elections has been only fomented hy the great 
number of fresh trials of strensth between the two candidates at the 
head of the polls, and who in every case represent two different poli- 
tical parties. Tho fitseo of the Libi and respectable portion of the 
inhabitants of this city, who at the first cleetion, on the 16th January, 
were outvoted in two of the three electoral districts, not so much by 
their numerical weakness as the apathy of individuals bas had the 
effect of rousing them to some exertion, but by no means to the ex- 
tent desired. In the first electoral district Herr Méring was placed at 
the head of the poll, having 10.481 votes, whilst his competitor, the 
Social Democrat Hartmann, had only 6,262, and about 130 voting cards 
were Irregular and inadmissible, Zacharias, who was in the minority 
at the first ballot, and might have been at the head of the poll and re- 
turned as representitive of the Liberal party, had not Miring heen put 
up in the eleventh hour by his friends, which cansed a division in their 
camp, Was now hors de roneoura, and could not come forward again, as 
the battle was solely between the two at the head of the poll. After 
spending some 30,000 marks in—eall it electioneering expenses, for 
there is no law here against bribery and corruption—he is dreadfully 
put out, and has been heard to threaten to resign the offices that he 
holds (he is member of the Finance Department and President of the 
Chamber of Commerce), and retire to Berlin, of which city he is a 
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native. But perhaps by-and-hy, when his anger has had time to cool 
down, he will think better of it,

Oppenheim pleads strongly in 
favour of such an cuactiuent, uruitee its Necessity as the natural con- 
sequence of the present electoral how. which requires an afso7ute wae 
jority, and) pointing ont that in the districts containing the mest

ber make use of their suttrage. He adds that in Prussia fines are in- 
tlicted for refusing to serve on juries or undertake unpaid duties and 
appointinents of the Municipal Corporations and Communes, so that 
there is a precedent for making voting compulsory ; but he admits 
that there are serious difieultics ino the practical execution of the pro- 
pos especidly in the memner of exercising a proper control, which, 
however, he thinks are not insurmountable, 

On the other hand, a writer in the //calog Correspondent rejects 
Oppenheim project as totally out of time and place, although, as he 
confesses, the same idea onee in an idle hour crossed the brain and fer- 
tile imavination of Prince Bismark, but was quickly laid aside as an 
anechronisiay, “Oppenheim,” the writer says, “iaintains that the 
people don't vote from: apathy and laziness, but that is net the case.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
ROTTERDAM, Fes. 3. 
Public interest is chiefly centred in the telegraphic news from 
Atchin, or “Atjih,” as it is now written. 
that in all our principal towns the greatest joy was manifested at the 


news that General van Swieten had successtully attacked the Kraton, : 


From every part of the country congratulatory telegrams were for- 
warded to the King, who himself used the telesraph to countermand a 
great demonstration which it was intended to hold in the Hague in 
honour of the great victory. It is said that the King took this measure 
because he intends to have a grand sefe wV/tefre for the same purpose. 
T need not add that the telegrains from Atchin are not very clear, and 
that much was left for further elucidation. The chief question is what 
had become of the Atchinese soldiers who garrisoned the Kraton, who 
numbered at least. 10,000, and who appear te have quitted the Kraton 
without being observed by our troops. Another question is shall we 
be involved in a yuerilla war if the Atchinese Lave fled to the moun- 
tains ? 
pessimists and optimists, Less satisfactory is the Reuter’s telegrams 
stating that the ex-Prime Minister of the Sultan of Atchin has posi- 
tively declared that the Treaty alleved to have been concluded between 
Holland and Atchin in 1557 is a fabrication. Several papers have aleeady 
declared this to be false, and that it had no other signifieation than 
that the Atchinese were endeavouring to destroy the principal basis of 
our ultimatum. The Amsler/orsche Courant offers the following 
explanation of the real circumnstances of the case. The Treaty of Peace 
and Friendship was laid before the Suitan, who believed it to be an 
offensive and defensive alliance. When, however, the document came 
to be ratified, he found that it was not the same which had been first 
submitted to him, and he refused to sign, and complained that he had 
been deceived. Thereupon a very clever diploruatist, a naval officer, 
was sent to the Sultan to persuade him to sign the Treaty. Our 
Ambassador succeeded in convincing the Sultan that there could be no 
question of an offensive and defensive alliance, because the Sultan did 
not possess the same nayal and military furce as we had, Thereupon 
the Sultan signed the Treaty withvut making further objection, I 
may here state that a copy of the Treaty was laid before the Second 
Chamber in September, 1857, whereas the section report thereupon, 
was not published until 1870. 

The same telegrams which record the success of our arms men- 
tion the deplorable fact that in the space of only threc days cighty- 
three cases of cholera have occurred in our army, so that we shall pro- 
bably lose more men by that epidemic than by cunilict with the eneiny, 
It seems that Panglima Polim, an Atchinese chief, has been attacked, 
whilst it is not by any means certain whether the Sultan himself has 
not succumbed to the epidemic. But whatever has been his fate it is 
certain that peace will very soon be concluded with Atchin. Before 
leaving this subject I must notice the fact that our press is most angry 
that the foreign newspapers speak in so depreciative a tone about our 
policy in Atchin. Formerly the general complaint was that the foreign 
papers did not take any notice of Holland, but now the leading papers 
are scolding because Zhe Times, Pall Mall Gazette, Huluishe Zeitung, e 
tutti quanti, do not say exactly what we should wish. Nascetur ridiculus 
mus. There are some of our journals which urge that our diplomatic 
agents should be instructed to contradict the statements which have 
been made. 

Our home political news is very scanty, and we cannot expect any- 
thing lively before the Second Chamber reassembles. On the 17th 
inst. another election must take place at Guuda, the same district where, 
some weeks ago, the Liberal candidate was beaten by the Ultra-Ortho- 
dox-Protestant, Mr. A. Kuyper. It is, however, very improbable that 
he will take his seat in the Chamber. The paper war about the monu- 
ment to Mr. Thorbecke still continues. Our Conservative papers are 
bringing another monument question on the fapis. They propose that 
@ statue should be erected to the memory of Carl van den Bosch, 
who introduced the “squeezing” systein in Java, and who died in the 
year 1844. ; 

The Netherlands India Trading Bank and some other trading houses 
have forwarded an address to the Government, in which they beg that on 
the export permits it should be obligatory to mark, with regard to cotton 
goods, whether they are bleached or not, and also the width. They 
think this necessary to ensure correctness in the statistical returns. 
The Government, however, decided —after having consulted the Rot- 
terdam and Amsterdam Chambers of Commerce—that the demand 
should not be granted.

Monetary and Commercial, 





Tenders for £500,000 in bills on India were received on the 
4th inst. at the Bank of England, when the amounts allotted 
were—to Calentta, £410,000 ; to Bombay, £60,000, The wine 
mim price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 10d. on all Presidencies, 
and tenders on Calcutta at ls. 103d. will receive about 76 per 
cent., above in full; on Bombay, at Is. 10fd., in full. These 
results show a reaction of about 13 per cent. from the rise of 
about 3 or 4 per cent. caused a fortnight back by the extreme 
activity of the demand for means of remittance to the East. 


The receipts of the Eastern Extension, Australasia, and China 
Telegraph Company (Limited) for the month of January 
amounted to £29,717, avainst £16,523, the receipts in the corre- 
sponding period of 1873 of the four separate lines—viz., the 
British Indian Extension, China Submarine, British Australian, 
and the Victoria and Tasmanian Telegraph. The Eastern Tele- 
graph Company's receipts for the month amounted to £37,037, 
against £33,257 in the corresponding period of 1873. The 
trafic receipts upon the China and Japan lines of the Great 
Northern Telegraph Company during the month of January 
were 156,431 francs, against 34,470 francs in January 1573. 

In the list of directors of the Light Cable Telezraph Company 
we observe the name of Sir Rutherford Alcock, our late Minister 
at Peking. 

With reference to the telezram referring to the larze stocks 
of Woollens on the Yokohama market, which appeared in our 
issue of the 26th ult., a correspondent writes :— 

I do not know where your last correspondent on the subject of overs 
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stocks in Japan may derive his information, but yours is confirmed by a 
private telegram dated 4th inst., saying “You must stop shipments. 
Financial crisis probable. Large supplies of all goods unaaleable.” I 
am confident of the correctness of my information as regards woollens, 
and I should suggest that your correspondent should take the stocks 
of cloth and moussellaines, and see how many months’ consumption 
there are. 

Messrs. Malcolm, Hudson, and Co., of London and Yokohama, 
have been appointed commercial agents to the Finance Depart- 
ment of the Japanese Government. 

The Union Insurance Society of Canton have opened a branch 
at Liverpool under the management of Messrs. Escombe Brothers 
and Co. 

Mr. Sam Mendel has prepared some very useful tables, show- 
ing the exports of plain, coloured, and printed cottons, from 
London, Liverpool, Southampton, and the Clyde, during the 
last ten years to the following places, viz., Singapore, Batavia, 
Manila, Hong Kong, Shanghai, and Japan, Calcutta, Bombay, 
Madras, and Ceylon, the Brazils, the River Plate, and the West 
Coast of South America. From the same source we are also 
supplied with a tabulated statement of the fluctuations in the 
Bank rate of discount, Consols, together with the prices of cotton, 
yarn, and cloth during the last ten years. 

The following further announcements of dividends have been 
made by banking and other companies :— 

Lloyd’s Banking Company (Limited), a dividend at the rate of 20 
per cent. per annum, and an appropriation of £20,000 to reserve. At 
the corresponding date of last year the distribution was of similar 
amount. 

The Anglo-Italian Bank (Limited), a dividend at the rate of 5 per 
cent. per annum, leaving £1,502. At the corresponding date of last 
year the dividend was of similar amount. 

A letter from Mr. John Fordred ‘appears in Friday’s Times 
upon the subject of tea adulteration. Mr. Fordred says :— 

In the lengthy correspondence which has been published in The 
Times relating to the suppression of the adulteration of tea, none of 
the writers appear to have been aware that there is machinery already 
in existence by means of which the required object could be attained 
with little trouble, and at an almost nominal cost. I allude to the 
Government Laboratory at Somerset House, where there is an effi- 
cient staff of chemists specially trained in the detection of adultera- 
tion, and where thousands of samples are yearly examined, not 
only for the two great Departments of Inland Revenue and Cus- 
toms, but also for almost all other Departments of the State. 
It is true, as stated in your columns, that Excise officers have 
the power of seizing adulterated tea offered for sale, but this power is 
never exercised in cases where the adulterated tea is in the state in 
which it has paid the duty, and it would obviously be unjust to do so 
while the Customs knowingly allow it to pass into consumption. The 
case of tobacco affords a striking illustration that so long as the pre- 
sent course is followed it will not be possible to suppress the trade in 
adulterated tea. Prior to 1863, the Customs accepted the duty upon 
all imported Cavendish tobacco, whether genuine or not, and although, 
as in the case of tea, the Excise Department had the power of seizing 
all that was offered for sale in an adulterated state, it was found impossible 
to check the traffic in illicit Cavendish, whether smuggled or of home 
manufacture, until a change in the law was made in the above-mentioned 
year. Nothing would beeasier than to makesimilar regulations with regard 
to tea ; for probably not more than 2 per cent. of the entire quantity 
would require any examination whatever, and in only a fractional num- 
ber of cases would a reference to the chymical officers be necessary. A 
knowledge of the regulations in force is now sufficient to prevent all 
but isolated attempts to import adulterated tobacco, and in such cases 
as do occur the tobacco is not confiscated, but is allowed to be re-ex- 
ported. It is well that this should be known, as I believe there is a 
very prevalent, but mistaken, idea abroad that, should the Government 
undertake the examination of tea in bond, all that was found to be 
adulterated would be confiscated and destroyed.

r Silver has varied in price since our last report. Trans- 
actions were entered into on the 30th ult. at 59}d. per oz., and 
‘the rate then gradually receded to 59-1-16d. per oz. standard on 
the 4th inst. The depression increased on announcement of the 
price of issue of the India Council Bills, and the market for the 
moment is quite in astate of suspense, 58fd. per oz. being the 
nearest quotation for an actual transaction.

Messrs. Percival and Co.’s Monthly Circular says :—The improved 
tone noticed in our last of the 9th ultimo has continued to strengthen 
day by day, and a large business has been done at a further consider- 
able advance in prices of both Black and Green Teas. Latest advices 
from China report the closing of the season at the various ports, with a 
very material falling off in the total shipments, as compared with the 
previous season ; this, coupled with the serious falling off in the stock 
in this country, and the quantity afloat, which together show a de- 
ficiency of nearly 20,000,000 Ibs. as compared with same period last 
year, cannot fail to place holders ina very strong position for some 
months to come. It is also worthy of remark that before the arrival of 
New Season's crop the stock in the United Kingdom will be reduced to 
a lower ebb than was perhaps ever before known, and will probably be 
little more than equal to three months’ deliveries at the end of June. 
Deliveries for the month have been goud, and compare favourably with 
last year. 

: SILK. 

Messrs. Kilburn, Kershaw, and Co.'s Circular offers the following re- 
marks :—Since the first fortnight of January, during which the Silk 
market was very quiet, there has been rather more disposition shown 
to buy, and one or two pressed sales of Chinas at a slight reduction 
from recognised quotations have further stimulated the market by in- 
ducing more general inquiry at lower prices. Importers, however, as 
a rule, decline to accept lower rates for Silk than those now current, 
and there is in consequence a firmer tone with some little daily business 
doing at steady rates. Owing to the rather full arrivals last month the 
stock of China Silk shows an increase of 3,000 bales on Ist February, 
as compared with same date last year; but as the arrivals during the 
next few months, until the beginning of the new season, must neces- 
sarily be at least 4,000 bales less than in the correspondiug season of 
last year, a fairly steady delivery will soon tell upon present stocks, and 
a reduction may be confidently expected. Canton Silk is firmer, and 
nothing in market Tsatlees is now to be had under 13s. ; stocks are 
declining. Japans are quiet, but prices are unchanged ; there was a 
good delivery last month. The deliveries for the month are satisfactory.
